Israel army at Sinai

TEL AVIV. — The municipality ts 
distributing lght-reflecting strips to 
to prevent accidents dur- 
ing the blackout hours. There have 
been some 70 serious accidents since 
the outbreak of the war, and many 
of the injured were pedestrians. 

The strips are being distributed at 
all municipal information bureaus 
and can be had for the asking. Pe- 
destriacs are also asked to dress in 
very light colours after sundown as 
these make them more visible to 
motorists. 

The police have called on driv- 
ers to travel slowly at night, and 
to take great care at intersections 
where the trafic Hghts are not 
operating. They are cracking down 
on drivers who park in prohibited 
zones as well ag too close to street 
corners or too far from the kerb. 
Persons seeing obstacles on road- 
ways are asked to notify the nvear- 
-est policeman or police station at 
once,

GAS DELIVERIES 
The city Emergency Headquar- 
ters has announced that where 
gas companies are not able to 
make home deliveries, the con- 
sSumers may collect the gas bal- 
loons themselves. They will be 
given instructions on how to in- 
stal them. Not all gas deliveries 
have been discontinued, but there 
is considerable difficulty in main- 
taining schedules, as many of the 
gas companies’ employees have 
been called up and many of their 
vehicles are in the front lines as 
well. 
The Emergency Headquarters also 
reports that the shortage of shohatim 
(ritual slaughterers) is being gra- 
dually reduced as some have been re- 
leased from military service, while 
the Rabbinate ts urging retired sho- 
hatim to come to work. The supply of 
Chickens is entirely adequate, any 
shortage of poultry during the first 
week of the war having been due to 
the unforeseen call-up of so many 
shohatim.

WASHINGTON (Reuter).— Pre-

the President’s proposal in court. 

Cox sald yesterday he might seek 
to ‘have Ntxon held in contempt for 
refusing to comply with the Federal 
court order. He said he is not “out 
to get the President, but will fight 
for what he thinks is right". 

Sources close to the case say 
Nixon may sack Cox from ‘his Gov- 
ernment job. 

Nixon made what he viewed a3 
8 compromise offer -- that the 
tapes should be heard by a respect- 
ed Democratle member of the Se- 
nate, John Stennis of Mississippi, 
who would then verify a statement 
by the President on their contents. 

Nixon said he made the offer with 
the greatest reluctance, to head off 
ἃ Constitutional crisis over his re- 
fusal to yield the tapes. He said 
Senator Sam Ervin, Chairman of 
the Senate Watergate Committee, 
had agreed to his proposal to let 
Stennis listen to the tapes.
